2. The present invention relates to a router for supporting the IMA (Inverse Multiplexing 
over ATM) function in a mobile communication network wherein a data service of band 
width more than El/Tl is provided to a subscriber by establishing the combined function 
of CSU/DSU( Channel Service Unit/Digital Service Unit and IMA. 

3. The available prior art D relates to an integrated access device apparatus and 
method for accessing digital information signals transmitted in an Asynchronous 
Transfer Mode(ATM). An object of D is to provide an Integrated Access Devi ce( IAD) for 
ATM information communications. which provides bridging, routing, and interworking 
functions between ports selected from a group including ATM, Ethernet, Frame Relay, 
Voice, and Video signal technologies. The IAD applies ATM inverse multiplexing to the 
aggregate of several wideband links into a single broadband connection. 

4. The present invention is characterized by improving the service quality by 
establishing the combined functions to a router which supports an IMA function. 
However, the present invention is not considered to involve an inventive step by D 
which provides a data service of band width more than El/Tl through IAD provided with a 
module having the combined functions of CSU/DSU. 

5. Therefore, Claims 1 and 2 are not considered to be inventive as the result of the 
teaching of D. 
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
